The following 
information must be given to the examining officer: Full physical address of the 
examination centre; Name, surname and callsign of both the invigilator and the 
assistant-invigilator, (It is a requirement of ICASA that only members of the 
SARL may act as invigilators); The address to which examination papers must 
be delivered by courier; E-mail address and contact number of the invigilator.
